WHEN THE JAPS KICKED AGAINST WAR. 


Summing Up Results 


Now that it is over, a summing up of the work nf the 


Indiana legislature will probably establish the fact that 
the sixty-eighth assembly iu the net result ol' its deliber- 
ations was probably neither much better nor much worse 
than the average ol' its predecessors. The ordinary citi- 
zen, with his personal interest centered iu one or two is- 
sues, is apt t<> base his judgment upon the outcome of 
those particular items. The partisan may, as a rule, be 
expected to blindly- condemn or praise its work, according 
ns he happens to be in or out or' the party iu power. Start- 
ing with a top-heavy party majority and facing insistent 
demands of the people for specific action along certain 
lines, the assembly found itself well-nigh'swamped by the 
flood of minor bills touching a multiplicity of subjects not 
of general interest but in each case championed by vo- 
ciferous and persistent advocates who saw little less than 
public calamity in their failure. Scores of these were 
killed; a few crept through, but in the most important is- 
SUes the legislature has done an extensive work. Included 
hi these are the provision of a referendum vote as to con- 
stitutional changes, the ratification of the direct election of 
United States senators, the public service; commission, the 
Inheritance tax law and one or two others of more than 
passing importance. The increase in the state tax levy is 
certain to provoke criticism, and much of it unwarranted, 
for there is always a disposition to lose sight of the fact 
that improvements we are insisting upon, enlarged regu- 
lative powers and new state governmental activities in- 
evitably occasion increased revenue, and it doesn't grow 
cm trees. "With all its shortcomings—and it had them in 
plenty—the session appears to have sought to redeem its 
pledges on the most, important matters, and it has written 
iljito the Indiana statutes some legislation of the most 


" progressive type. 


"Torch" Fink's Confession 


Despite the column after column which newspapers 


nave printed regarding the operations of the so-called 
"arson trust," the confession of Ben Fink, at South Bend, 
heralded as the "torch" of the h'rebug combination, Avill 
jeome, as a new revelation ol'the gigantic extent to which 
tie burning of stores has been carried in the plot to swin- 
dle the insurance companies. The criminal who Jires a 
building has always been rcc.ognix.ed as a dangerous man, 
and the law has provided punishment ot.' severe character 
for him, but with the arson business syndicated into an 
organized system in which it has been possible to employ 
professional firebugs to put the torch to buildings, the 
menace becomes infinitely greater. It is not the intrinsic 
loss to the insurance companies in the swindle with which 
the public is chiefly concerned. The fire-bug in plying his 
nefarious trade not only perils innocent property-holders, 
hut life itself, and the latter fact appears to have caused 
no qualms of conscience among those who have been 
carrying it on. The arson trust involves a question of 
public safety too widespread in its ramifications to allow 
the pursuit to be ended until the last of the. men guilty 
cither as principal or as accessory, has fixed upon him a 
long prison term as a restraining influence against others 
•who might be tempted to see easy money by jeopardizing 
the property and the lives of his neighbors.

while her husband felled the trees and 
made a path. 
Theirs was the first 


wagon that went up the St. Joe "river 
from this city to Spencerville and when 
they arrived at their destination it was 
.1 wild country with no roof for their 
heads, but the pioneers found a good 
neighbor who shared his house with 
them until one was built for the ffimily 
of.thc newcomers. 
At that time, there 


were six families in the vicinity, the 
one of Mr. Rhodes being the seventh. 


"It was not lonesome in those days,''

The figures nnd names can be 


cut in eitiier cardboard or tin, 
' There should be enough slides with 
the figures 1, 2 and 3 and 0 to provide 
one for each frame. 
Tt will probably 


not be necessary to have more than one 
or two slides for each of the other fig- 
ures. 
\Vhen the board is completed the 


figures and mimes should show out in 
white light.

A Turk- 
ish olliclal entered the cur and demand- 
ed to know what Mr. McCain carried 
in the little black boxes.

nerer heard of Minnesota row. These 
conspicuous houses stand-on the north 
side of I street, beginning at the cor- 
ner of Second street northwest. New 
Jersey avenue In Its northwesterly 
course Intersects I street close to 
Second street, and a triangular park 
marks tho Intersection. 
It is quite 


high there, being up grade from H 
street. Originally there were three of 
these houses, but now there are four, 
the westernmost of them having been 
divided Into two homes. They are dis- 
tinguished-looking buildings today and 
they were a sensation In private arch- 
itecture In Washington 
when they 


were built, which was before the Civil 
war. 
Thousands of citizens have not- 


ted these four-story houses of pressed 
brick with old-fashioned brown stone 
trimmings, broad fronts and ample 
lawns. There Is an air of spacious- 
ness about these old houses not too 
common among the town houses of 
this • day. 
Opposite the row la the 


Seaton public school and at tho west 
end of the block 1* the Central Prei- 
byterian church. 


Old residents recall that the row 


was called Minnesota row from the 
circumstance that Henry M. Rice, a 
senator from Minnesota, then recently 
admitted as n state, was one of the 


(ewnera of. the raw. and had no doubt 


been mainly instrnmentoJ In Its ereo 
tlon. The ground was purchased bj 
Senator Rice in 1857. 
Stephen A 


Douglas, then a senator from Illinois 
joined Senator Rice In the enterprise 
and so, too, did John C. Brecklnridge 
of Kentucky, who was at that 
tlm! 


vice-president. The houses were of a 
magnificence not usual In the Wash 
tngton of that period, and were th« 
talk of tho town. They were given a 
frontage of 48 feet and the land or 
which they wero built extended 300 
feet north to ft street. When com- 
pleted, tho corner house was occupied 
by Stephen A. Douglas, the middle one 
by Senator Rice and the house- at the 
7.r<!St end of tho row was occupied by 
Mr. Krecklnrldge.

against his Interest In It, find the 
mortgag" earne to be acquired by Al-

nndc by any person of said age having[ 
ogitimate children or grandchildren, in 
iew of or preceding nny subsequent mnr- 
iafre of such person, or made after such 


! marriage, shall he valid ; nor shall any gift 


upon as an in- 


legitimate children or grandchildren, in 
anticipation of marriage or subsequent 
thereto; but the estate of any person hav- 
ing such living children or grandchildren 
who shall contract any marriage after 
having attained the age of seventy year.-, 
shall be administered 
testate estate."
